Max, at his Creation, was form'd as 
perfect as his Nature would admit: For 
ſuch a Being only could be produced by 
infinite Wiſaom and Goodneſs: Yet he 
was made, as Milton expreſſes it, 


Sufficient to have food, but free to fall. 
Paradiſe Loſt, Lib. III. p. 66. 


Tux former Part of this Aſſertion, I 
think, is naturally deducible from the 


Attributes of the Deity ; and unhappy 


Experience has demonſtrated the latter: 
For toon, very ſoon, Man exercis'd this 
Freedom; and, by tranſgreſſing the Com- 
mand of his Maker, proved a fatal Ex- 


ample to his Poſterity ; who, in Proceſs 


of Time, as Mankind grew more numer- 
ous, increasd in Vice, and drew upon 
themſelves all the pernicious Conſequen- 
ces of Intemperance and Luſt ; enerva- 
ted their Conſtitutions, contracted the 


before extended Span of Life, and ren- 


der d themſelves Objects of divine Diſ- 


pleaſure. Thus the human Machine be-

came more crazy, and leſs apt for the ra- 
tional Faculty to exert itſelf in. That 
the preceding Cauſes mult, have ſuch an 
Effect, I preſume, is too obvious to ſtand 
in need of a formal Proof: May we not 
then ſairly conclude, that by this Means 
(not to mention other Cauſes) Men be- 
came dark in their Underſtandings, their 
Reaſon be wilder d and obſcure? 


I SHALL now, by a familiar Inſtance, 
endeavour to illuſtrate the Matter, and 


ſhew that this was the real: Caſe, 


SACRIFICES, Which (if L miſtake not) 
were early inſtituted as a grateful, Ac- 
knowledgment to the ſupreme Benefa- 
ctor, and to preſerve in Men's Remenys 
brance whence, all their Bleſſings were 
deriv'd; this Inſtitution (if I may be 
allow'd to call it ſo) was, by Degrees, 
proſtituted, and made ſubſervient to Idols, 
at once the Workmanſhip of Men's 
Hands and Objects of their Worſhip, 
Twoul d be unneceſſary to inſiſt longer 
on the Proof of Men's becoming blind 
in relation to the Knowledge of the true 
God, ſince eyery one that js conyerſant 
with Books, and has a tolerable n 
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| iv ] 
of the Riſe and Progreſs of Idolatry, 
cannot but know that the Sun, Moon, 
and Planets were worſhipped as Deities; 
and even Men, who had been ſerviceable 
to their Country, after their Death were 
deified, and received divine Honours, 
Can there be a ſtronger Argument to 
prove the -De _ of human Reaſon, 
and the Neceſſity of a ſupernatural Re- 
velation to bring Men back to the Paths 
of Truth ? 00 3 


Tx1NGcs being come to this paſs, it 
leas d the ſupreme Being to chuſe to 
imſelf a peculiar People, and to write 

them Laws with his own Finger in Ta- 
bles of Stone; and to render that which 
before was inherent in the Nature and 
Reaſon of Things, the Object of their 
Senſes: For, I conceive, it appears from 
what has been already ſaid, that, by rea- 
ſon of Depravity and Vice, Men were 
pretty great Strangers to, and ignorant of, 
the ſo much cry'd up Laws of Nature, 
To proceed: Theſe written Laws they 
alſo broke, went a whoring after Idols, 
and forgot the Lord their God: But in- 
finite Goodneſs, who will never utterly 
forſake his People, rais'd up Prophets to 
point out a future Diſpenſation, _—

Ix the Fulneſs of Time this Diſpenſa-

a Syſtem of Doctrines, whoſe Nobility,

find it my Duty to expreſs ſome Thoughts 

relating to thoſe who are got from under 

the dark Cloud of implicit Faith, but 

have not yet diſcover'd what to believe;
